This year an effort will bo made to further Increase 
the federal minimum wage. 

A good many people favor an Increase on purely hu¬ 
manitarian grounds. They want to see the lower-income 
groups in our society helped. This is a tribute to their 
hearts — but not to their heads. And there are several 
reasons why that is true. 

For one thing, an arbitrary boost in wages that is not 
accompanied by gains in productivity must produce one 
certain result — higher prices, more inflation. And the 
burdens of inflation fall heaviest on people of small means. 
It obviously does no one any good if we put a a little more 
money in one of the worker’s pockets — and then take it 
or a greater amount out of another pocket in the form of 
increased living costs. 

For another thing, wage Increases which are not ac¬ 
companied by higher worker productivity compel em¬ 
ployers to reduce their labor force to the limit. There are 
businesses which have room for beginners, the unskilled, 
the marginal and part-time workers. Retailing is an excel¬ 
lent example of this. But retailing is also an intensely 
competitive business in which profit margins are generally 
low. Most stores simply can’t absorb wage increases with¬ 
out raising prices. And price increases, to compound the 
trouble, may gravely Injure their competitive strength. So, 
as the wage and hour laws are used to force wages higher 
and higher, the retailer has no choice save to employ as 
few of the unskilled and little-skilled as possible. ’Then these 
people are denied the opportunity to gain experience which 
would qualify them for more responsible and better paying 
jobs. 

Th law can be used to fix wages at any level. But it 
can’t create the jobs to go with the higher pay.
